Good news for South Bay. 
After almost five years in the 
planning, ground should be bro- 
ken in the fall for-the first 
phase of a new 158 site гесге- 
ational vehicle park just north 
of the city on the levy. 

William: Wilsher; superinten- 
dent with the County Park 
Park Planning and Design 
Division told city officials Tues- 
day night he foresees this as a 


big economic boon to the city. 
“Typically, what we see hap- 
pen when these parks go in is 
more tourists, gas stations, fast 
food places. You are ideally 
located here for visitors to want 
to come and stay,” he said. i» 
:;The-RV- park-will.sit оп 35 
acres near the city's new boat 
ramp facilities and will include 
a playground area, а pond, 
washer/dryer sites, restrooms 


at each cluster site, barbecue 
grills, tent sites and there will 
be an on-site manager. 

The first phase of the park is 
projected to be open by the fall 
of 1994 and will cost an esti- 
mated $3 million. 

"We're delighted," said Mayor 
Clarence Anthony. "This is 
much needed and without the 
RV park we don't see much eco- 
nomic development here."

Family who lost child 
in house fire needs help

The family of a boy who died 
in a house fire May 28 in Belle 
Glade is in need of clothing, 
household items and funds to 
get into another home. 

, Fifteen-year-old Ezekiel Kel- 
lam, an eight-grader at Lake 
Shore Middle School, was found 
dead in his home at 916 S.W.

He was home alone when the 
fire started. 

He lived with hís mother and 
grandparents who had gone 
fishing that morning. 

The single family home was 
destroyed in the fire.

"We've put the family up in a 
motel for now and given them 
some money for clothing, but 
there going to need so much 
more,” she said. 

"For now, we're taking care of 
the basics, and we helped with 
the funeral arrangements, but 
this family needs more help," 
she said.

Eight inches of rain on 
Memorial Day causes 
flooding in Pahokee

Excessive rainfall helped put 


' a damper on some Pahokee res- 


ident's Memorial Day weekend. 

Pat and John Johnson, 441 
Royal Palm Court, had pic- 
tures, clothes, music equipment 
-and a new linoleum floor dës- 
troyed by five inches of water 
that flooded their home from a 
nearby canal. T 

John first noticed the water 
beginning to overflow from the 
canal at 11a.m. Saturday. The 
Johnsons began to prepare for 
the flooding by moving some of 
their, belongings on top of furni- 
ture. 

‘On Sunday, the Johnsons 
were busy doing laundry, 
sweeping out the water and 
they even rented a pump to 
help alleviate the flooding that 
had occurred in their home. 

John found turtles, snakes 
and insects in their back yard 
and front porch. 

Last August, the Johnson 
experienced the same problem 
. ав water from the canal flooded 
their home. 

Two blocks away Carolyn 
Brown, 442 North Coconut 
Road also experienced flooding 
in her home. 

Mrs. Brown a Business Edu- 
cation teacher at Glades Cen- 
tral Community High School- 


had eight inches of water in her 
house. 

She found baits, minnows 
and snakes in her back yard. 

Brown decided to abandon 
her house at noon Saturday 
and took her two children Crys- 
tal, 10, and Jalynsey , 14 to her 
mother’s home. 

"The only concern that I have 
is who is responsible for the 
canal and how can it be correct- 
ed,” Brown said. 

City Manager Ken Schenck 
said the East Beach Drainage 
Control District was responsi- 
ble for pumping down the Peli- 
gan River Canal which runs 
near the homes VERB were 
flooded. 

"The canals were very high 
because the farmers were using 
it for irrigation. Thank God we 
didn't get the rest of the rain 
they were predicting," he said. 

While the water went down 
quickly, Mr. Schenck said that 
didn't help the residents who 
were flooded. 


"We will be working with the - 


District and with DER 
(Department of Regulation) to 
see what can be done about this 
problem," he said. 

The Peligan River Canal may 
need to be deepened, Schenck 
said, and that possibility will

Each year the Commission 
sets, for each wildlife manage- 
ment area, the maximum num- 
ber of hunters that will be 
allowed during a specific time 
periód. This quota system con- 
trols hunter access amid the 
high demand for public hunt- 


А regular quota hunt permit. 
is needed to hunt during the 
first nine days of the general 
gun hunting season on most 
wildlife management areas. А 
special quota hunt permit is 


hunts. Special hunts include 
archery hunts, muzzleloading 
gun hunts and some general 
and modern gun hunts for 
‘areas that offer a limited num- 
ber of two- and three-day gun 
hunts. 

To apply for quota hunt per- 
mits, hunters must purchase a 
1993-1994 wildlife manage- 
ment area stamp or a sports- 
man's, lifetime sportsman's, 
lifetime huntirig or five-year 
hunting license which includes 
а wildlife management area 
stamp. Hunters also must pro- 
vide proof of purchase as 
instructed on the form.

Mrs. Hall has been painting for about 17 
years. She was a student of Belle Glade 
artist and teacher Ann Tyler. 

She now paints full time and said her 
goal is to paint the images she wants and 
for there be a market for them. 

She does about three shows a year and 
said she plans to spend most of this sum- 
mer painting to build her inventory. She
